Ortugal is a part of 
Spam , lying upon 
the furtheft borders 
of the Ocean. It bor- 
dereth upon the EaJI , with 
the Kingdome of Cajlile upon 
the Weft , with the great Ocean, 
upon the North with Galhcia, 
and towards the South with the 
Atlantick Sea, and x^fndelu- 
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z,ia. It contains in circuit 850. 
miles, whereof 400. run along 
the feafhoar; the reft is main land, 
which maketh it in form long 
and narrow. It hath in it 1 s. Ci¬ 
ties , with many great villages 
6 c Cadies,in number above 4 7 ° 
Three of thefe Cities have Arch - 
hifhopricks, Braga , Lishone 6c £#* 
ora, whereofthe fird isLord both 
fipiritual and temporal} nine 
have their Bifhopricks, Coimbra , 
Lamego , Vtfco , Porto , Miranda, 
Portalegre , Guar do, Leiria , and 
Eluas ; the other five remain 
without dignity, andthofeare 
Br4ganz>a,Tav/ra y Lagos , Paro, 

and Stives. Thefe lad four be in 
the Kingdomc of Algarves , 
whereof one Bifhop hath the 
title. It is watered with many 
Rivers, of which two are mod, 

famous, 
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famous, Tagus and Duero : the 
fird runneth by the walls of Lis- 
bone, and at fix or feven miles Di- 
ftance payeth his tribute to the 
Ocean, the other by the City of 
Porto doth the fame. From their • 
mouthes unto the City there are 
no Rivers, but as it were armes 
and bofomes of the Sea$ and 
mod adored and capable ports 
for many great fhips, which may 
fail far up againd the dream , but 
farther in that of Lishone , then 
the other; whereas many great 
vcflelspafs j 5. or 20.miles be- 
vend the City. Befides thefe two 
ports,t\venty miles from Lishone 
towards the South is Sctuval , 
which hath a port capable of 
many fhips. And in ^Mlgarvcs 
Is Tavira , Lagos , and Villeneuve , 
which three ate of a reafonable 

B 2 capa- 
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capacity, Lisbone is their prin¬ 
cipal City, on which the whole 
Realm depends, and is very po¬ 
pulous,by thereafon ofthe tem- 
perate feituation, being diftant 
from the e SquinbRul 3 9 - de¬ 
grees. A great part of this realm 
was fometimes united to the 
Crown of Caft He ; but in the 
year 1099. ^silphonfu* the fixth 
King Of Caftile gave that part 
which lycth Northward in mar¬ 
riage wiffi Fherafia his baftard. 
Daughter , to Henry Nephew 
to the Earl oiXurgundy , born at 
Be fan/on, who coming out of 
France with Count Raymond of 
Tholou^e his Uncle, who was 
after Earl of ( lalhcia , went to the 


warres, which the Ca(lilians 
made agatnft the Moors which 
poffeffed Spain. Portugal was 

then 
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then obfeure, poor and reftrain- 
cd within (freight limits. This 
Henry govern’d it by the title of 
Earl for the fpace of 12. yeaces 5 
yet Alpbonfe Henry fon and Heir 
both cp the fortunes and virtues 
of this firft Earl, did greatly aug* 
tnent it by his valiant Exploits, 
taking many places from the 
Moore* by fine force, againft 
whoqqt having won a great vi¬ 
ctory in a pitched fields j 13 9 « 
viz. when made General of the 
Portugal Army, he encountred 
five CMahumetan Kings, com¬ 
manding an Army of four hun¬ 
dred thoufand Moores $ which 
Legion of Locufts were put to 
flight by his courage and con- 
dud , and became the firft Tro¬ 
phies of this valiant Worthy. He 
was proclaimed King by Us foul*,

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dicrs in a place called CampoA 
ouriqut. Which (aid Title was 
with great honour fetled upon 
him by the Soveraigns of Cafitle 
and Leon for his gallant Demean¬ 
our (hown in thatBattel. (He had 
governed before thcaflumption 
of this Title twenty feven yeares 
as Earl of Portugal) after he was 
crowned King, he reigned 45* 
yeares with great honour and 
renown. Theming, after the 
achievement of fo glorious a 
Battel, made it his endeavour to 
exhibit himfelt, Tam ^Artibus 
quam Armis , ex utrifque Cafi* 
rem , and out of an infinite love 
to his Countrey, which he ear- 
neftly defired to keep tree from 
the vaflalage of other Nations* 
and to perpetuate the Royal 
Lind of the Native Portuguefes, 
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convented that memorable Af- 
lembly of the Three Eftates of 
Portugal in the Citie of Lam(go> 
\vhere were ena&ed many Laws, 
which they juftly account their 
Fundamentals, as unalterable as 
thofe of the <J\ledes and Per - 
jhns, made Sacred by the obfer- 
vationofthem both by Prince 
and People, to the holy tye of 
which they all oblig’d their 
Faithjthefc Laws are the ground 
on which,and from whence may 
be ratified & calily juftified the 
undoubted Title ot the now 
King of Portugal. 

Firfi, it was enacted , that his 
Son,and Grand-Ion, and (o for¬ 
ward , fhould reign after him it> 
JiCula feculorum , but if the King 
have only Daughters, the Eldeft 
fhould be Queen after her Fa- 

B 4 ther, 
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thereupon condition (he be mar¬ 
ried to a Native of Portugal , and 
that he be a Nobleman, who 
{hall not take upon him the 
name of a King, untill he hath a 
Son born > nor wear a Crown on 

His head, nor take the right hand 

of his Wife.

Let it be a Law for ever, that 
the King’s elded Daughter mar¬ 
ry a Native of Portugal , that fo 
the Crown may never defcend 
to drangers $ and in cafe fhe* 
lhould marry a Prince that is a 
ftranger, let her not be Queen: 
for we will never have our King' 
dome goe out of the Race of the 
Portugals , who have made us 
King’s by their own Valour, 
without forreign affidance, by 
their own valour, and with the 
effufion of their own bloud. 


This Law was put in execute 
on after the death of Ferdinando, 
the ninth King of that Race 5 for 
Donna Beatrice his Daughter, be* 
ing married to a forreign Prince, 
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! V as excluded , and King Iohn 

theFirft though illegitimate was 
advanced to the Throne. And 
| following his viftory , wonne 
i, St. Lisbon*, and had 

!' the title of King confirmed by 
Pope Ah 1 :: inder the Fourth , for 

1 a (mail Tribute. His Succeflbrs 
Ipbonfe the Third who was 
| Brother to Sanches the Second, 
, both Sonnes of Afphonf 'the fe¬ 
ll cond Son of Scinches the firft 
i Son of the forefaid Atphonfe 
Henry> did no lefle augmentitby 

I another means. For having be¬ 
fore his coming to the Crown 
married with ^/^i/^Countefs 
of Bouloigne in Picardte being 
i no win poffefllon of the Realm, 
. put her away and took, to Wife 
I Be Attic* baftard Daughter to AU 

L-j/.v > d fir' 
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Kingdom* of P ortugal. \ i' 
(irnamed the Wife to have in 
Dowry with her the Kingdome 
of ^Atgarues . So as their li¬ 
mits being extended as they beat 
this prefent,thcy began after they, 
had lubdued the floors, to war 
with the Kings of Cajhle j fince 
which time they did not remain 
idle, but under John the Firll, at 
the perfwalion of Henry his Son 
they wonne much honour in 
'jiiaurttxntd Jin fit am , where 
they became mailers of CcutA> 
Tanger, and A>z,iU. By reafon 
ofthefe events they extend their 
hopes yet farther,fo as the I (lands 
oiMadtra , not far diftant*, and 
the Tercet as lying from Lisbon* 
s 50. miles, in the40. degree of: 
Latitude, were by them difeo- 
vered, and peopled. 

And uorye ti content^ 'they -be- 
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gan to coaft ^Africk tunning a« 
long for many years, untill that 
coming to the other Hemi- 
fphere, they difcovered all Ethi¬ 
opia. And although Alphonfo 
theFift renewed the war againft 
the Spaniard , yet did they not 
difcontinue their navigation 5 
but in the end having made 
peace with the Catholick King 
Ferdinand, 1419. they had more 
leafure, to think of their new 
; conqueft. By thefe means the 
Realm was much ftrengthned, 
both with people &wealth;bu: 
much more encreafed when as 
Ferdinand and Ifabell King and 
Queen of Cajlile , expelled the 
levs out of their Dominions, 
being then in great numbers: 
they agreed with Iohn the Se¬ 
cond Succeffour to s^ilphonfe 
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the Fifth, paying eight Duckats 
for every perfon to enter into 
his countrey, upon condition to 
depart at a certain time prefixed, 
and that the King (hould ap* 
point them (hipping to tran- 
fport them. Upon thefe con- 
ditions there entred about • 
2 0000. Families; the time of their 
departure being expired,many 
remained Haves, others unwil¬ 
ling to depart or to lofe their 
goods, were baptifed; So as 
under the name of new Chri- 
ftians, the gteateft part remained 
in Portugal unknown, being un-. 
dlftinguifhed, and allied for mo¬ 
ney , with fome Noble men of' 
theCountrey, they laboured to 
be admitted for Citizens. Since 
in the Reign of Emanuel the 14, 

King, they continued their Nar 
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vigationwith great fervency .His 
predeceffors having many years 
coafted along Afnck .they built 
a Port at A r gtn , took the IfUnds 
of Hebrides , which now arc 
called Cape •vert , fortified the 
’ Caftle of S. George in Ethiopia, 
which they call Mtna : ditco 

veredthe Princes Kland.and that 
of S. Thomas , which lyrth per¬ 
pendicularly under theEquino- 
dial. And parting further they 
entred into League with the 
Realms of Congo and Angola 
• alM/wrtf’having parted the gre. t 
Gape otBuena , ffperanz>.t , and 
the Kland of St. Laurence right 
againrt it upon the main lands 
they became lords of s off ala, Mo* 
zamb'tque & Me Unde. In the time 
of the faid Emanuel , they parted 
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ticking at Socotra and Calalicate , 
they did run through the/Vr- 

gulph,and having parted the 

mouth of the river Indus, they 
entred into India 1 where firfc 
bv traffick, and after by force, 

at Caltcut Cochin 
and other places thereabouts, 
but more ftrongly then any other 
place, under the conduft of Ah 
phonfo Albuquerque a famous Ca- 
ptain at Goa (a (hull IfUnd in the 
Realm of Accen y neer unto the 
Countrey of Idalcan ) the which 
is now a City with an Archbi- 
ftioprick chief of that State, 
where the Viceroy maketh his 
ordinary aboad.They havegone 
along that Coaft building fmall 
lortrefles, & having turned back 
to the mouth of the faid Gulph , 
they 1 became Mailers of thglfld of 
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Ortnus,^t\ d along that coaft have 
conquered the Cities of Chaul, 
Vamant, Baz,sin,2XidDiu. Upon 
the point of the coaft of <JMaU 
her Cwhich they call the Capebi 
Comery) turning towards the 
gulph of Ganges they have teak 
tick and fortreffes in the Hie of 
ZeiUn , which fome take to be 
the ancient Taprobana , where 
gtoweth the beft Cinnamon. 

And having paffed the faid gulph 

to the Balt and the mouth of 
Ganges, they difeovered the c- 
ther coaft, at the point whereof, 
which the ancients call the 
golden cherfonefus , they be* 
came Lords of the Town of 

c JMalaca, 25* miles from the 
gceatlfland of Sumatra, held al- 
fo of fome for Taprobana. And 

paffing further not only by theit 
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Traffick in the Realm of Pegu, 
and other Countries in the firm 
Land, but alfo by their Naviga¬ 
tion they have difeovered the 
greater and leffer lava, the Ring- 
dome of China , the great Sea of 
the lfles of CWolucques , from 
whence come all theCloves and 
Nutmegs, and the Idc oi Japan . 
They have alfo in the time of 
Emanuel conquered, (oppofite 
to Ethiopia, and the Cape of Bu- 
ena Efperan&a,) the Province 
which they call S. Croix, com¬ 
monly called Brafil , joyning to 
Peru , running 1 $00. miles in 
length* yet ftretching not far in¬ 
to the mainLand,They have di¬ 
vided it into eight Capwnfhips, 
and have in a manner given it to 
thofe that did conquer it, re- 
fervingto the King thegreateft 

part

in child birthj bur Michael\ who 
dyed in the cradle 5 who had 
been, as they fay, the corner- 
itone to unite it and Spam toge¬ 
ther. But by his death the Bortu- 
gtls loft the Kingdomcs o fCa- 
jhle and Arragon , whereof Ema¬ 
nuel Sc/fbel his wife Were fworn

Edteard married ifabtl 
daughter to /amts Duke of Bra- 
gance\ by whom he had Mary, 
which afterwards was married 
to Alexander Farnejt Prince of 
Parma, and Katharine , wife to 
lohn Duke of Bragance 5 he had 
likewift; a fon, which being born 
after the death of his father was 
likewife called Edward 5 this is 
he, who disfavoured by King 
SebaBian dyed at Euora in the 
year z 5 76.

A man 
in whom fomany circumftances 
met io make up a truth, that the 
very Spaniards ufe to fey, that 
either he was the true Sehajlian, 

or elfc the Devil in his likenefs. 
This valiant and unfortunate 
Sebaftian , being thus unhappily 
taken away, the old Cardinal 
Henry took the reines into his 
own hands>which he held about 
a year and half.

ully inherit the Crown,having 
lad before by his French Wife

taign : (lie went to him into Por¬ 
tugal, but for that Alyhor.fe now 
King did treat a Marriage in Ca .

to be ready for all occafions a- 
gainft Portugal $ which in the 
year following he had occafioo 
to employ: for King H enry dy¬ 
ing , and the government of the 
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Realm by the appointment of 
the Efiates and the King in his 
life time>being (etled in the hands 
of five Governours ; three of 
them were corrupted by the 
Spaniard 5 which the Eftates 
miftruftingdiffblvedjthey them- 
felves being like wife divided, 
the greateft part of the Nobility, 
with the whole Clergy being 
for the Catholick King; but the 
people were violent for Antho¬ 
ny. yet the Governours feemed

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briefly fpaketohim; My Friend, 
If thou goeft to OH* dr id , thou 
runneft the hazard oflofing thy 
Head $ if thou accepted; the 
Crown > thou tunned: the fame 
hazard; If then thou mutt pe- 
riflt, better die nobly at home , 
then bafely abroad: At which 
words the Duke was fo anima¬ 
ted, that he came forth of his 
Clofet. and bad one of his Con¬ 
fidents, to wit, Pinto Ribeiro, goe 
and acquaint the Nobility. that 
he was refolved to undertake the 
fame Enterprife, and run the 
fame hazard with them all 5 this 
was in the beginning of Novemb. 
1640. whereupon, immediate¬ 
ly, (for this bufinefle could not 
fuffer delay) the Nobility about 
Midday difperfed rhcmfelves in

this infurredion had-no other 
aim but to revenge thcmfelvcs 

upon Vafcon&ellos , file a fluted 
them upon returning to their o- 
bedience, to gain a general par* 
don from the King. But /he 
was anfwered, That as for their 
moft unjuft grievances they had 
now received fatisfa&ion upon 
yafconMllos , and had no other 
• King but Donlohn the Fourth. 
Hereupon the cry went all over 
Lisbmt , Godfave King Iohn\ and 
from one of the clock till three 
all fliops were lhut$ but then all 
were again fet open with fo great 
joy and content of the Citizens, 
that all rancour and malice let a*- 
part, themoft inveterate ene¬ 
mies embraced one another with

tears of joy. The Infanta for 
more fecurity they removed a- 
way from thePalace to the houfc 
where anciently the infanta's 
of Portugal were wont to dwell, 
leaving °her fomc Souldiers to 
guard her. The Atchbifhop of 
Lishne went in lolemn proccf- 
fion through the City, and to en¬ 
courage the people , and fix 
them the better in their refolu- 
tions in chufing a new King, 
made ufe of one of the nails 
wherewith Chrift was nail’d to 
the Crofle, which he carried in 
his hand , thereby authorizing 
this infutre&ion with an ad of 
Religion, to intimate to the peo¬ 
ple, that all was ordained by the 
fpecial providence of Heaven, 
and that in defending the juft 
right andCaufeof the Duke of

Bragance & the Liberties of Por. 
t * gal, they fliould defend the 
caufe of God: To corroborate 


which conceit, they made ufeof 
certain old Prophefies Sc new Pro* 
digies , that in the perfon of this 
Duke wasverified a certain appa- 
rition of Chrift to King Alphonfe 
juft as he was ready to give battel 
to the five Kings of the Moors 9 by 
which he was promifed not on¬ 
ly vi&ory, but that he and his 
generations fhould reign to the 
Jixteerith Generation, at which 
his Race fliould be thought ex- 
tin ft, but fhould flourifh again 
when it fhould be leaft of all 
thought upon: They made their 
obfervations alfo upon the day, 
being the firft of December , on 
which day the City was reco¬ 
vered out of the hands of the 

Moors, 
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Moors, and feized upon by Philip 
the Second > fo that it was a day 

fatal to Lisbone. Amongft other 
prodigies that were given out to 
keep the common people 
the better in their loyalty 
to their new King , one 
was, that the next day in the 
chamber where Fafeonzellos was 
killed, there were found fo great 
a number of Bats, that none 

could enter into the Room. Al¬ 
fo, that the plot fliould be kept 
fecret-fo long time, (for it was 
plotted fome weeks before it 
was executed Jwas reckon’d as a 
great wonder, that among fo 
many perfons of different de¬ 
grees, kindred, age, rich and 
poor, the defign fliould be kept 
undifeovered. Another as great 
a wonder was, that Lisbone , a

City fo wonderfully populous, 
and the whole Kingdom fliould 
at the fame time with oncuni- 
verfal acclamation accept of the 
Duke 5 not one perfon gain- 
faying,Thatal! the Forts and Ca¬ 
ttles garrifon'd by Spaniards, 
ttiould be delivered up without 
refinance, and that all the Spa¬ 
niards ahofhould be fent away, 
and the quiet oftheKingdome 
fetled without the effufion of 
more bloud then of two or three 
perfons. The MarquefTe dela 
Puebla, kinfman to the Duke 
Olivarez,, with fome otherof the 
principal Spaniards, were fecur. 
ed as Hoftages for thofe Porta- 
gals that fhould be found at <JMa. 
arid, or elfewhere in the Catho- 
lick King’s Dominions. Thurf- 
day following the Duke made 
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his entry into Ltsbotte , with the 
general acclamations of all forts, 
crying, God fave Hinglohn, all 
the Canons difchargitig, Bells 
ringing, with Bonfires and Fire* 
works for three nights following. 
And the more to gain the peo* 
pies affe&ions , divers impofi- 
tions were taken ofF.prifoners fet 
at liberty, and Offices confcrr’d 
upon the Race of thofe whofe 
Ancettors had enjoyed the fame 

under the natural Kings of For• 
tugal. 

AH forts of Men, Clergy or 
Lay-menor women, bioughtin 
their Plate, Gold, Jewels, &e. to 
make money for the mainte* 
nance of this new Kingdome. 
The Clergy brought in as a gift 
fix hundred thoufand Crowns, 
the Nobility four hundred thou¬ 
fand,

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f and, and the people one Millioti 
of Gold. 

The 1 s of December the King 
was (worn , and Ianu&ry the 28, 
following, was declared Sc con¬ 
firmed inagencral Affembly of 
Parliament of the T hree States, 
Lords. Spiritual, Lords T empo. 
ral, and Commons of that King- 
dome. 

The King fent a courteous 
Complement by tome Nobles 
to the infanta Mirgartt of Sa 
voy , Governed for the King of 
Spain a (Turing her of all civil u 
fage befitting- a Princefs of het 
quality, dditing her withal to 
forbear all difcourfe whereby 
flie mightinftiil into his fubjefts 
hearts any opinion prejudicial to 
hismoft juftand righteous eaufe. 
But flic notwithftanding, with 

much 
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much boldnefle, after many ex* 
prcffions of thankfulnefle tor he 

Duke, fell into a large and grave 
exhortation to thofe Nobles to 
lay afide all vain hopes, and re¬ 
turn to their true allegiance, not 
doubting to obtain pardon, but 
the Rubicon was already pafled; 
nor is any Rhetor kb powerful 
enough to perfwade a King to 
quit a Royal Scepter. 

The King was about 3 7 years 
old when he was proclaimed 
King, affecting alwaies a plain 
Garb and fob er Diet; often fay¬ 
ing, that great perfonages ought 
to be affable,and thatany clothes 
become them, and any Diet 
nourifheth them; he i$; very a- 
ftive of body, few there are that 
can out-run him $ and indeed 

he hath cun well that hath gain-

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cd a Crown. He had by his wifi

Thus was the ATingdome 01 
Portugal, the beft pearl in thr. 
^ing of Spain’s Crown, utterly 
ioft. It is for wealth, power and 
commodity offituation, above 
all othet that Kings Dominions;

thick peopled and powerfull ati 
Sea. With it revolted all thej 
Tenera Mauds, all the Eoftla 
dies, a\l upon the coaft of (Afri¬ 
ca, buronely one Town called 
Ceuta, which is the only plact 
that belonged to the Portugal 
Kings, that is now in the hand jf 
the Spaniard.

Now becaufe there are lb ma¬ 
ny things worthy of confidera- 
tion in the Rife and Fall of this 

gteatPerfon, who had the foie j 
j managery of the Kingdome of 

I Portugal for the King of Spain, I 

I thought fit for entertainment of 
the Reader« to annex briefly 
fome particulars for that end. 

Donjajpar de Guzman fon of 
| , Don Henry Count de Olivarez ., 

| was born in Rome, and drew his 
firft breath in the Palace of Nero, 

Being the third Son of bis 
Family $ He betook himfelf to 

the 
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the ftudy of the Law at Salaman¬ 
ca , where he was Corrival with 
three Learned perfons for a Pre¬ 
bendary at Sevill, which he ob 
tained. Not long after coming 
to Court at the time when Don 
Balthaz,ar Zuniga was in favour 
With Philip the third upon the 
fall ofthe houfe of Lerma , he 
eafily crept into the favour and 
familiarity of Philip the fourth, 
then Prime \ and complying in 
all things with his humour , be¬ 
came abfolutc mafter of his 
Will, by that time the death of 
his Father had made him abfo- 
lute Monarch of Spain. 

To allure himfelf in this height 
of Honour and Power, he held 
at a diftance from his Majelly 
the Princes of the bloud; par¬ 
ticularly Prince Philibert de Sa- 

E 4 voy , 
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voj , and it is believed, that jea- 
ious of the vivacity and Noble- 
ncfs of fpirit* which began to 
fhine in the Infanta don Carlos 
(who was idolized by the Spa¬ 
niards) he haftncd his death. As I 
for the Cardinal Infanta Don Fcr- 
dinando , he fpccioufly pretended 
that it was neceffary he flaould 
be employed in the Warres of 
Germany , and afterwards in the 
government of Flanders He like- 
wife fentmoft of the Grandees 
&perfon$ whole parts or pow- 
er gave any occafion of jea- 
loulie to him , to Employ* 
ments far from the Court; there¬ 
by fo powerfully fuppreffmg the 
worth of all other, that none! 
being left to oppofc him , he be¬ 
came the foie Arbitrator of the 
Monarchy, and abfolute Matter 
of hisM,after’s will- As 
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As for the Jjteeen, whom the 
Laws of God and man forbad 
to be feparated from her Huf- 
band$ (he was kept in fuch awe 
and fuhje&ion by theDutchefs 
of Ohvare ^, her firft Lady of 
Honour, that though Arc had the 
Title and outfide of a Queen, 
flie was little better than a (lave 
to the Duke j who would often 
intimate to the King, that no o- 
ther account was to be made of 
a Woman, but as a thing ne- 
ceflary to propagate the (pectes > 
It will not be denyed but that 
he had moft rare endowments 
fora Minifter of State; for the 
zeal and paftion he had for to 
Aggrandize his Matter and his 
Dominions, knew no bounds j 
He gave bimfelf wholly to the 
tranfattion of publick Affairs.}; 

%. 5 infc^ 
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infomuch that he would not al¬ 
low himfelf one hour of Recre¬ 
ation • He was the declared ene¬ 
my of all Prefents, not fuffering 
any of his fervants to fell his Fa¬ 
vour) or their Credit with him: 
But on the contrary fpentofhis 
own Revenues for the lervice 
of the King; profeffing that all 
he had was devoted to the pu* 
blick good, and that he.did no* 
thing but to augment the grand¬ 
eur of the King, and to ferve the 
State. Yet fome that would 
feem to fee farther then vulgar 
eyes,fay, That the reafonwhy 
he received no prefents, was, 
becaufe he conceived that to be 
the onely way to continue in fa 
vour 5 and that by other wayes. 

. being as covetous as cruel, he 
i found out the true fecret of 
j heapinjj 
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heaping up treafure, without 
appearing ambitious. To this 
end he got into his hands Com¬ 
mander ies of all the three Orders 
of Knighthood , which were 
worth to him 40000. Crowns 
fer annum $ made himfelf great 
Matter ofthe King’s Wardrobe.*. 
Matter ofthe Horfes and Great 
Ghancellour of the Indies: which 
three offices were worth to him 
200000. Crowns fer annum ; 
but much more confiderable 
were the vaft fummes received 
from the Indies; for when the 
Fleet fet fail from Sevill and Lis- 
honey he caufcd to be fliipt abun¬ 
dance of Corn, Wine, and Oyl 
Cuftome free, which he fcnc 
from hisCounty of olm&ez; and 
felling the fame in the Indies at 
four rimes their worth in .Spain, 


























caufed the Monies to be em¬ 
ployed in Spices > Icwels, Indi- 
gQggj (fyc* which ate at a low 
price, but of great value in Em- 
rcpe-, fo that without cozening 
the King he did this way gain 

many Millions,which Wife men 
perfwade themfelves were ne¬ 
ver fpent in the King’s fetvice. 

As for his zeal to augment his 
Mafter’s greatnefle i fome are of 
opinion, That the exccfs of lo 
eminent a Virtue was in him a 
Vice, which produced great 
Mifchiefs; for he was fo pam- 
. onate in die purfuance of that 
defigne, that he feared not to. 
difeontent the People, the No¬ 
bility, the Princes, the Queen 
her felf, fo he might contentthe 
King, and carry on hisdefign. 

This blind, paffion carryed 
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Liberties, that they parted rather 
fora people recommended then 
fubjeft to the Kings of Spain\ 
whence it hath ever been fr - 
cmutn Imperii amongft the 
Kings of ty*/# to endeavour to 
infringe thofe Priviledges that 
rendred fufpitious the Loyalty 
of thofe people: Infomuch, that 
in all the W ars with Frame , the 
Kings of Spain durft not fuffer 
their Armies to march that way, 
Thofe ofsirragonjn that notable 
bufinefs of Don ^yintonio Perez, 
were by Philip the fecond, not 
without much craft and force 
brought into abfolute fubje&i 
on : but the Catalonians conti 
nued ftedfaft in the maintenance 
of their Priviledges, and very 
difficult to be reduced to fuch 
fubjeffion; becaufc being boj> 

dcrers 
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dcrers upon Frame by fea and 

land, they could commodioufly 

receive thence affiftancc or fuc- 
cour. Neverthelefs the zeal 
of the faid Duke put him up¬ 
on that attempt 5 fo that at a Par¬ 
liament holden at Barcellona, the 
chief City of Catalonia, the jea¬ 
lous Catalonians took no fmall 
diftaft that the Duke endeavour* 
ed to invade their Priviledges, 
by not fuffering their Commif- 
fioners to be covered in his pre¬ 
fence* which had u fed to be co¬ 
vered in the Kings prefence. Af¬ 
ter this the Duke proceeding in 
the like attempts to diminiffi 
their Priviledges > and yet to 
keep them in obedience, quar¬ 
tered Souldicrs upon them after 
the fafliion of Lombardy 5 but 
the Catalonians not being able 
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to endure the infolence of their 
Souldiers, rook Arms, killed and 
drave away their Souldiers, kiU 
led alfo their Vice-Roy, the 
Condedi Coloma , and put them* 
felves-under the prote&ion of 
the French. Thus was loft the 
raoft populous part of all Spain , 
a Countrey above 800. miles in, 
compafs, and the onelyCoun- 
trey of all Spain, wherein is to be 
foundall materials neceffary fori 
making and rigging fliipsy The 
Gaftle$,Mannors, Villages, great 
Towns, and Cities ftand fo 
thick, that they feem rather one 
continued City then a Province,, 
To this may be added the in* 
expreffible lofte of the Kingdom 
of Portugal , with all the depend¬ 
encies upon that Grown in the 
Eaft and Weft India, Africa, 

and. 
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wdTercera\(\\nds, by the mif- 
carriage 6f the Count Olivarez, 
in dilcoatenting that Nation $ 
which hath been before related. 

Alfo the Duke of Oil c dim 
Si do via j whofe lifter was now 
Qn.ecn of Portugal, with fome 
other difeontented Nobles of 
l Andalusia refolved to Can- 
tonize all :*Andalu%ta , and the 
Duke of Medina Stdonia to be 
Head thereof. But the Duke Oli* 
varez by ills cunning extinguifh- 
ed this fire in the Birth j for wtfh 
much fweetneffc and fair words 
h£drew the Duke of c Medina 
Stdonia to OMadrid , and fecured 
his perfonj and lent another 
Governour with fuch Inftruni¬ 
ons , that he fatisfied of terrified; 
all turbulent fpirits. 

Thefe many difafters one up. 
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on the neck of another, awaked 
the Court of Spain , and to ftart- 
led them , that they now began 
to double their diligence and 
circumfpe&ion, infomuch that 
the Councel of State (ate con- 
ftantly morning and evening, to 
provide againft the many ftorms 
that threatned on every fide. 

Neverthelefs the Count Oli^ 
vare^ caft all the mifearriages in 
Portugal upon the Infanta ; and 
laboured as much as poflibly he 
c?>uld to hinder her from 
coming to Court,left (he (hould 
juftific her fclf, and caft a foul 
blot upon his Reputation; there* 
fore (he being fent out of Portu* 
gal , was by Olivarez* means con* 
fined in Ejlremadura , and after¬ 
wards at Ocania near UWadrid, 

where (he was not allowed ne* 

ceffaruSi 
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ceffaries -, which made her at 

length privately fly away to Md? 

M. u u 

' Befides the Infanta , he had 
lfo much difeontented the chief 
Heads of the Grandees of Spain-, 
the houfe ofLerma, the houfe of 
Toledo 9 the Duke of ^ilva 9 the 
luke of Ftrrandino , the Duke 
f Hijar> the Dukes of Maqutda 9 
Lemos, Fuentecalida j K^Altamt* 
re, &c. All either ruined or dif* 
graced by the Duke’s means. 
Onely the Conde de <JMonteri } 9 
and the Marquefs At Legants 
'ere thought worthy by Oliva- 
t? to havepartin theGovern- 
ient; two men of mean ex- 
traftion & Fortune,but by their 
prodigious exa&ions (for which 
they were call cdlos dosLadrones , 
the two Thieves; wercraifed to 
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incredible wealth. Whereat the 
prime Nobility of Spain werefo 
much incenfed, that they all 
withdrew themlelves from 
Court, none waiting upon the 
King at Table, at Chappel, nor 

in Huntingjfo that Olivarez now 
Was (aid to be foie Servant, as 
foie Matter ofhis Catholick M* 
jetty. 

The favour of this Count 
Olivarez ; Duke of S t.Lucar, 

f which had continued twenty 
two yeares; had catt fo deep 
roots in the heart of the King, 
that all the world believed it to 
be as immoveable as the old 
Oak that refifts all ttorms* and 
that it was never to be fhaken, 
.neither by the Winds of Envic, 
nor the Whirlwinds of Perfec¬ 
tion , nor yet by the Tempetts 

which 
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which often arile in Kings 
Courts. 

The maine motives to the 
difgrace of this Duke , were 
the unfortunate fucccffcs of the 
Monarchy of Spain , whilft he 
had the managing thereof, Lathe 
lofle of Ormus* Goa and all fhofe 
other vaft Dominions in rheEatt 
Indies v the lots of Brajile and the 
Tercera* Iflands, of the King- 
dome of Portugal and the Prim 
cipality of Catalonia* of Rofsil* 
lion , and apart of Burgundy ; of 
Hefolin and Arras in Flanders , of 
divers ftrong Towns in Luxem¬ 
burg y of that moft important 
Place Brtfach : The impoverifli- 
ment and almoft ruine of the 
Kingdome of Naples , Sicily, and 
Dutchy ofc Milan : the lofle of 
above two hundred Chips at fea: 
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the extorting from the Subjc 
by Fitft fruits, dfc. All thdi 
things laid together made th 
world defire by his fall to fee th 
rife of the Monarchy, and by hi 
difgrace to fet up the reputatio 
of the King, and reformation o 
the State. 

But defireseffe£t little, ther 
muft be vigorous endeavours t 
remove fuch a favourite» with 
refolucion to ruine or be ruined 
no medium there 5 When non 
otherdurft venture to hang th 
bell about the Cat’s neck, it wa 
undertaken by the Queen.

and in all affaires behaved her 

fclf with fuch an hetmek difcte- 
tion, that all men efteeroedher 
the moft deierving 

merit [that bad been buoed fo 
many yearcs, arrived to the 
King’s ear at his return to 
drid, where flicjtook occafion 
to fpcak of the Intereft oMhe 
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Monarchy, of the lo/Te of King, 
dome:, and ruine of Armies, the 
want of money , the continual 
complaints of fubjeds: and that 
thcKingmight not imagine /Ik 
fpake in oppofition to rheDuke, 
' flic authorized all with the tefti- 
monies of fomc of the princi« 
palMinifters of State, who had 
already agreed to feCond her 
fo foon as (he had broken the 
ice5 amongft whom was the 
Count de Cajlrillo , w ho was the 
more forward herein , not one- 
ly becaufe he was a lover of the 
Publick , but aifo bccaufe he was 
brother to the Marquefs de Cab 
. fio who marryed the Duke's ll 
ftcr, whereby he had Von L&wis 
deHaro (the prefent favourite) 
who was the onely nephew of 
the Duke, yet difinherited by 

him 
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him to the end that he might ad¬ 
vance his baftard. 

The King conlldering their 
difcourfe,began to beperfwaded 
at length that if the Duke had 
any longer the managery of the 
State, all would come to ruine $ 
hereupon every day abating the 
fervour of his affe&ions towards 
him, he woul^ fometimesre¬ 
proach the Duke, that he was ill 
informed, and /ometimes that 
he wasamoft unfortunate man: 
The Duke fore-feeing his de 
dination, demanded leave to 
retire himfeif from the Court; 
whereto the King anlwered 
coldly,, my Lord, we ought 
bothofus todevife fome reme¬ 
dy for thefc misfortunes. In the 
mean time it was noifed abroad 
that the favour of the Duke was 
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i fliaken that one fliock mor 
vvould down with it to th 
ground j all men blefling an 
commending the Queen, cryin 
that the Ifa.be 1 $ were ever for 
tunate to theMonarchy of Spain. 
Ifdbel of Portugal, wife ofKin

movai of this moft puiffant fa 
vourite could be hoped from no 
other hand but of ifabeHa de Buy 
bon.

Anna de Guevara } partly out of 
to theKingsfervice,& partly 
tobe revenged on theDutchefs, 
as the *Ting was to pafs by night 
from his lodgings to theQueens, 
Ik put herfelf in the paffage, 
calling her felfat the /Ting's feet, 
and having protefted that fhe 
was not there to demand any 
grace at his Majeftie\s hands, but 
to render to the Crown of Spain 
the greateft fervice that it could 
receive 5 file laid that her mo¬ 
therly aifeftion enforced her to 
difeover ro his Majefty, what 
perhaps many others durllnot 
for humane refpefts.

verthelcfle the Queen' invited 
het to come to her Lodgings, 
and took order that fne fliouid 
have opportunity tofpeak with 
t he King for two hourcs fpacc. 
The.infinta gave God thanks 
for her fafe deliverance out oi 
the hands of the Portugals , that 
after io great fufferings, flic 
might once mote appear in the 
prefence of his Majefty, to make 
known her innocence , and the 
failings and errours of others, 
made a brief Relation of all 
thingspaA in Portugal, making 
it appear that flic was innocent, 
and that the lolfe of Portugal was 
to be attributed to the carelef. 
nefl'e and negligence, if not to 

the intention of the Duke. The 

Qneen in the mean time failed 
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not to help out the infrnu\nz\\- 
her difeourfe, which left fo deep 
an jmpreflionin the heart of the 
ring, that it may truly be faid , 
That the mortal wound 3 S fiT 1 
venthat very day to the favour 
of the Duke" To difpatch him 
the fooner , it was reprefented 
to the King what little refped 
the Grandees bare now to his 
Majefty, not waiting upon him 
as they were wont > but ail re¬ 
tiring thcmfelves. The King 
asked the Marquefs of Car pi o 
what was the rcafon hereof: 
Who replied , That being little 
accounted of by the Duke, they 
judged it more meet io forbear 
the fcrviccs they owed his 
Majefty, then to lie under the 
fufpitionofthe Duke , and to 
give him occafion by their re-

tidenceat Court, ro make them 
feel the effects of his jealoufie. 
To help forward, there happen* 
ed a memorable accident in JV* 
govia , where fix men masked, 
entring by force into the Go. 
vernour’s houfe , who imagin¬ 
ing them to, be Robbers, offered 
them money, and all that he had, 
ti would not defile his 
Wife, and deffoure his Daugh* 
ters: One of them anfwered, 
That they were not come to 
rob him , but to fervethe King, 
and delivering a paper into his 
hands, told him, that if he would 
five his Life, he fiiould go im¬ 
mediately to UWadrtd , and pre- 
fint this Writing, not to the 
Duke, but to the King himfelf, 
that it contained affairs veryfe- 
cret,and of great importance to 

the 
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the State, and to the fervice of 
hi$Majefty$ and would not de* 
part till they faw him upon his 
way to iMddrid) threading to 
kill him if he performed not that 
whereto he was obliged as a fub- 
jcd , and as a Minifter of the 
rings. Being arrived, he had 
audience of the King, and fo was 
fent back to his Government. It 
was judged by the circumftan- 
ces , that the contents of the 
Writing was very prejudicial to 
the Duke* 

At this time the Marquefs of 
Gramt , Ambafladour in Madrid 
for the Emperonr having re* 
ceived a letter from the Empe* 
rour to the King, that the affairs

Portugal , Prince of the Sea, and 
Grand prior ot Cajlilt for the 
Order of c Malta y and named 
Don lohnde^Aujlru, and had 
theMarqucfs of Cajlanieda given 
him for his Governour$ where* 
at the people murmured greatly: 
For thi$£><w tohn was begotten 
upon a Woman of bafe Extra- 
ftion, cailed la Caiderona, a Co• 
median , nothandfomc, but of 
extraordinary pleafantndTe$ who 
is fince made a Nunne. The 
Youth being of excellent parts, 
and like to make a gallant Man, 
was much'affected by the King, 
though he be quite of another 
complexion.

a or He be better in thole Lodg- 
ings> y o u are in at ptefent,,which 
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ate the very Lodgings that 
my Father and I, had being 
Princes i The Duke was with 
this (truck dumbe ? perceiving 
well that his dilgraefe drew near: 
For that very evening his Ma- 
jefty wrote him a Billet with his 
own Hand . whereby he forbad 
him to meddle any more in the 
Government; the Duke read 
this Billet without any dilhirb- 
ance, revolving not to difeharge 
his mind,but to his Wife oncly, 
to whom he fent the Note by a 
Poft to Loethes. 

Next day (he came weeping 
to her Husband; and after two 
houres dilcourfe Went to fpeak 
With the King,;.who foon dif- 
patcht her. Thif iaifee day (he 
eaft her felf with Tears at the 
Queen's feet, befeechingjher to 

inter* 
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intercede for them 5 The Queen 
alfo gave her a fhort anfwer, 
What God , the people 9 and evil 
fucceffes have done , the Xing nor 
I can undoe. This bufmefife was 
not known to any but Don Lnris 
de Haro , of whom the King 
made ufe to talk with the Duke 
about fome fecret affairs. This 
Don Lewis de Haro isNephewto 
the Duke, but lo hated by him > 
that lately his mother dying, 
who was fitter to the Duke, he 
would not once lend to vifit 
him; notwithstanding Don Lewis 
carried him fell fo Nobly , that 
cattinghimfelf at the King's feet, 
h£ beleec-hed him that in regard' 
the Dike’s renfoval was irrevo¬ 
cable , it would pleafe his Maje- 
fty that it Should be done with as 
little diminution of his Honour, 
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as theluftfee of hisMajefty could 
pedbnit. The King hereupon 
granted t,hat the Duke fhould 
continue 'three dayes in his Pa - 
lue\ that he fhould aflift at the 
Councels and Affemblies, and 
give Audience for his particular 
affairs. 

The fame day the K \ngfent 
to demand the Key wherewith 
heentred the king’s Lodgings 
at his pleafure; but he fent to 
demand Audience of the -King, 
whichHe granted him in publitk 
before the Patnarch 7 and divers 
Gentlemen of his Bedchamber; 
where he fpake more then a 
quarter of an hour > But theKing 
feemed to be careiefs; of what 
the Duke laid ; who* having 
made an end, went immediately

tMonday the King, Queen, 
Prince, Infanta* andDutchefsof 
c Mantua , patting all in one 
Coach towards the Carmelites , 
a great Multitude of people fol¬ 
lowed, crying, GodJ&ve the King 
for To hat he hath done :> let the 
King live, and the ill government 
die . There arrived alfo an infi¬ 
nite number of people to parti¬ 
cipate of the common joy 
which was taken for the dif- 
gr^ce of the Duke. 

Tue/day the Dutchefs with ex¬ 
traordinary fubmifiivencfs, at¬ 
tempted again to make an ac¬ 
commodation , but all in vain, 
whereat the Duke was fo en¬ 
raged againft the Queen, whom
